—Tlie co ming question for the people 
of this co untry will be permanent roads 
and ho w best to m akethem . 
The present 
open winter has clearly sho wn to the peo ­ 
ple 
o f Lee Co unty the impo rtance o f 
properly co nstructed wag on roads. 
We 
notice that the subject is attracting atten­ 
tion in the eastern as well as in the west 
ern states. 
The peo ple are taking a lively 
interest just now in the practical question 
o f improved roads. 
“ The Wilkesbarre 
Reco rd,” which has evidently g iven co n­ 
siderable attentio n to the subject, sums 
up its ideas o f what oug ht to be done 
under four heads 
It insists, tirst, that 
every co unty should be required to co n­ 
struct annually a certain amount o f road 
o f a standard q u a l i t ys e c o n d , that the 
cost o f building these impro ved roads 
should be divided between the co unty 
and the State; third, that plans should be 
made o f the roads o f each co unty, show 
ing all roads classified with their impo r­ 
tance, and a different standard o f excel 
lence required to correspond. 
The plans 
should be subject to the approval o f the 
State Board, so that tho se o f adjacent 
co unties 
mig ht be harmonized. 
The 
building o f standard roads with State aid 
mig ht at fir>t be confined to roads o f the 
tirst class. 
Fourth, that provision should 
he made whereby any locality 
mig ht 
issue lo ng time bonds wherewith to raise 
money for the construction of roads of all 
three classes.
